Listing of Claims: 

1. (Currently Amended) A pedestal defined zero throat write head comprising: 

a first pole having a pedestal, the pedestal including a notch, the pedestal- notch having a 
front and a back; 

a second pole; 

a gap separating the pedestal of the first pole from a portion of the second pole, the gap 
having a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the gap being in proximity to 
between the front of the pedesta kiotch and the second pole , the second portion of the gap being 
in proximity to between the back of the pedestat notch and the second pole , the first portion of the 
gap being thinner than the second portion of the gap; 

wherein the second portion of the gap has a top and a bottom, the top of the second 
portion of the gap being substantially parallel to the bottom of the second portion of the gap. 

2. (Currently Am?n<M) The pedestal Hnfinnd 7&m throat writo head of claim 1 A pedestal 
defined zero throat write head comprising: 

a first pole having a pedestal the pedestal including a notch, the pedestal having a front 
and a back; 

a second pole; 

a gap separating the pedestal of the first pole from a portion of the second pole, the gap 
having a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the gap b eing in proximity to the 
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front of the pedestal, the second portion of the gap being in proximity to the back of the pedestal, 
the first portion of the gap being thinner than the second portion of the gap; 

wherein the second portion of the gap has a top and a bottom, the top of the second 

portion of the gap being substantially parallel to the bottom of the second portion of the gap; 

wherein the first pole notch further includes a top along the gap, the top of the first pol e 

notch being recessed along the second portion of the gap. 

3. (Currently Amended) The p e destal defin e d zero throat write head of claim 1 A_ 
pedestal defined zero throat write head comprising: 

a first pole having a pedestal, the pedestal including a notch, the pedestal having a front 
and a back; 

a second pole; 

a gap separating the pedestal of the first pole from a portion of the second pole, the gap 
having a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the gap b eing in proximity to the 
front of the pedestal, the second portion of the gap being in proximity to the back of the pedestal, 
the first portion of the gap being thinner than the second portion of the gap; 

wherein the second portion of the gap has a top and a bottom, the top of the second 

portion of the gap being substantially parallel to the bottom of the secon d portion of the gap; 

wherein the second pole includes a bottom interface along the gap, the bottom of the 
second pole being recessed along the second portion of the gap. 

4. (Currently Amended) The p e destal defined z e ro throat write head of claim 1 A_ 
pedestal defined zero throat write head comprising: 
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a first pole having a pedestal, the pedestal including a notch, the pedestal having a front 
and a back; 

a second pole; 

a gap separating the pedestal of the first pole from a portion of the second pole, the gap 
having a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the gap being in proximity to the 
front of the pedestal, the second portion of the gap being in proximity to the back of the pedestal, 
the first portion of the gap being thinner than the second portion of the gap; 

wherein the second portion of the gap has a top and a bottom, the top of the second 

portion of the gap being substantially parallel to the bottom of the second portion of the gap; 

wherein the first pol e notch further includes a top along the gap and the second pole 
includes a bottom along the gap, the top of the first pol e notch and the bottom of the second pole 
being recessed at the second portion of the gap. 

5. (Original) The pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 4 wherein the notch 
has a first height near the front of the pedestal and a second height near the back of the pedestal, 
the second height being less than the first height. 

6. (Original) The pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 4 wherein the notch 
has a first width near the front of the pedestal and a second width near the back of the pedestal, 
the first width being less than the second width. 



7. (Withdrawn) A method for providing pedestal defined zero throat write head 
comprising: 
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(a) providing a first pole having a pedestal, the pedestal having a front and a back; 

(b) providing a gap above the pedestal, the gap having a first portion and a second 
portion, the first portion of the gap being in proximity to front of the pedestal, the second portion 
of the gap being in proximity to the back of the pedestal, the first portion of the gap being thinner 
than the second portion of the gap; wherein the gap providing step (b) further includes the step 
of: 

(bl) providing the second portion of the gap such that the second portion of the gap 
has a top and a bottom, the top of the second portion of the gap being substantially parallel to the 
bottom of the second portion of the gap 

(c) providing a second pole, the gap separating the pedestal of the first pole and a 
portion of the second pole; and 

(d) etching a notch in the pedestal of the first pole. 

8. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 7 wherein the step of providing the gap (c) further 
includes the steps of: 

(cl) etching a portion of the pedestal in proximity to the back of the pedestal; 
(c2) providing the second portion of the gap on the portion of the pedestal; 
the first pole further includes a top along the gap, the top of the first pole being recessed 
along the second portion of the gap. 

9. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 7 wherein the second pole includes a bottom 
interface along the gap, the bottom of the second pole being recessed along the second portion of 
the gap. 
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10. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 7 pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 
1 wherein the gap providing step (c) further includes the steps of: 

(cl) etching a portion of the pedestal in proximity to the back of the pedestal so that 
the portion of the pedestal is recessed; 

(c2) providing the second portion of the gap on the portion of the pedestal; and 
(c3) etching a portion of the bottom of the second pole. 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) The method of claim 7 wherein the notch has a first width at the front 
of the pedestal and a second width at the back of the pedestal, the first width being less than the 
second width. 

12. (Currently Amended) The ped e stal d e fined z e ro throat writ e h e ad of claim 1 A. 
pedestal defined zero throat write head comprising: 

a first pole having a pedestal the pedestal including a notch, the pedestal having a front 
and a back; 

a second pole; 

a gap separating the pedestal of the first pole from a portion of the second pole, the gap 
having a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the gap being in proximity to the 
front of the pedestal the second portion of the gap being in proximity to the back of the pedestal, 
the first portion of the gap being thinner than the second portion of the gap; 

wherein the second portion of the gap has a top and a bottom, the top of the second 

portion of the gap being substantially parallel to the bottom of the second portion of the gap; 
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wherein the first portion of the gap has a first top and wherein the top of the second 

portion of the gap is substantially parallel to the first top. 

13. (Previously Presented) The pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 1 
wherein the first portion of the gap has a first bottom and wherein the bottom of the second 
portion of the gap is parallel to the first bottom. 

14. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 7 wherein the first portion of the gap has a first 
top and wherein the top of the second portion of the gap is substantially parallel to the first top. 

15. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 7 wherein the first portion of the gap has a first 
bottom and wherein the bottom of the second portion of the gap is parallel to the first bottom. 
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
